the guest of honor, and welcom ed the 
new city, which now contains ov er 
12,000 people, to its place in the Hoo- 
sier state. 
T he gov ernor’s speech was 
the climax of a series of welcomes, 
which began with S tate Senator A. J. 
Bow ser of C hesterton, who welcom ed 
Gary to the legislativ e district, and 
C ongressm an 
E. 
D. 
C rum packer of 
V alparaiso, who did a like serv ice to 
the new city for the T enth congres­ 
sional district. 
Am ong 
the 
o ther 
speakers 
w ere 
P resid en t F. A. Delano of the W abash 
railroad; E. J. Buffington, presideht of 
the Illinois Steel com pany and Indiana 
Steel com pany, who spoke for the 
U nited S tates Steel corporation; Hon. 
H. B. Brown, president of V alparaiso 
univ ersity; S. E. K iser of the Chicago 
Hecord-Herald, who spoke for “The 
P ress,” and W ilbur D. Nesbit, who re­ 
sponded for the Indiana Society of 
Chicago. 
H om er J. C arr was to a st­ 
m aster. 
About 150 of the leading citizens of 
the C alum et region sat a t the table 
and joined in the celebration, which 
really m arked G ary’s beginning as one 
of the leading cities of n o rthern Indi­ 
ana. 
T he en tire judiciary of L ake and 
P o rte r counties and all the m em bers 
of the legislature w ere presen t as 
guests. 
T he U nited S tates Steel cor­ 
poration was represpnted by m ost of 
its officers in the W est.

It has been officially announced 
by the U nited S tates Steel corporation 
tha t the financial stringency will not 
stop the building of the steel mills 
here, which are to be the largest in 
the world.

St. Petersburg. Nov . 26.—The gen­ 
eral debate on the address to the 
throne, which began in the duma to ­ 
day, p romises to ship wreck any at­ 
temp t to form a working center in 
that body. 
The discussion of the ad­ 
dress was p ostp oned on Saturday n 
o rder to allow the v arious p arties to 
come to some understanding. 
M. Guchkoff, the leader of the Oc- 
to berist p arty, labored incessantly to 
secure the unanimous adop tion of the 
address, but his efforts at harmo ny 
were shattered by the uncomp romis­ 
ing insistence of the reactionary mem­ 
bers on the recognition in the address 
of the emp ero r’s auto cratic p ower. 
This has forced the Constitutional 
Democrats into op p osition. The Polish 
members will fight for the clause rec­ 
ognizing the asp irations of subordinate 
nationalities in Russia, while the So­ 
cial Democrats will be satisfied with 
nothing excep t a rev olutionary p ro 
nunciamento. 
Only the members of 
the Octoberist p arty will sup p o rt the 
address, the text of which was p ur­ 
p osely made colorless. 
Up to the p resent the Octoberists 
hav e made no decision with regard to 
the demand of M. Chtcheglov itoff, min­ 
ister of justice, for the susp ension of 
the St. Petersbburg dep uty, M. Kolu- 
biakin, who is a colleague of Prof. 
Milukoff, leader of the Constitutional 
Democrats, but many are op p osed to 
an inv asion of the p riv ileges of the 
duma and will v ote with the Consti­ 
tutional Democrats against such sus­ 
p ension, unless the ministry p roduces 
adeq uate ev idence on which to base a 
trial.

The more conservative 
advocates of this plan would have a 
central bank of issue similar to the 
Bank of England or the Imperial Bank 
of Germany , with the government as 
the dominant stockholder. Such a bank 
would be in effect the United States 
treasury and have behind It the faith 
of the nation. 
In this way , it Is ar­ 
gued, the whole credit sy stem of the 
country could be wisely controlled and 
reckless borrowing prevented. 
A measure having the approval of 
many prominent bankers will early 
come before congress, 
it Is substan­ 
tially a credit currency plan, having 
for its object the creation of a currency 
which may be increased in volume or 
reduced, according to the needs of a 
business.

T ought to be easy for the Sixtieth 
congress to work hard. 
In the 
first place, all members of this 
congress, both houses, get $7,51X3 
a year, a raise of 50 per cent in salary. 
That should help some toward a cheer­ 
ful working spirit. 
In the next place, 
| each member of the house of repre- 
| sentatives, 301 in all, within a few 


j weeks after the opening of the new 
| congress will have at his disposal a 
private office in the magnificent new 
house annex which Uncle Sam has 
| built for the use of the lawmakers. 
By this time next year a correspond­ 
ingly magnificent senate annex will 
be finished for the use of senators. 
If 
members 
of 
congress 
cannot 
work 
harder with more ease than heretofore 
in view of the luxuries with which the 


j government is surrounding them, then 
their constituents should investigate. 
In the new house annex there are 
410 rooms. 
Each representative will 
have his own chamber, fitted with fine 
mahogany furniture. 
There will be a 
big, statesmanlike desk for Mr. Con- 
; gressman, a commodious desk for the 
j clerk supplied and salaried by the 
government to each member, a center 
table for copies of the home paper, the 
I Congressional Record and other choice 
literature and a typewriter desk. 
Th<- 
congressional shoe leather will tread 


tached to his suit of rooms. Each sen­ 
ator will have a room and his secretary 
another. 
Veteran members of congress, like 
Senator Allison of Iowa, who has worn 
the toga for nearly thirty-five years 
and was a member of the lower house 
for eight years before he became a 
senator, find the Washington of today 
vastly different from that of thirty to 
forty years ago. In fact, it is practical­ 
ly a new Washington. Up to civil war 
time and for a few years beyond W ash­ 
ington was not a pretty place.

"No, sir,*’ said the president’s father, 
‘ I’m going home.

This splendid marble palace is one 
block away from the capitol, but Mr. 
Congressman need, not walk. 
Under­ 
neath the asphalted plaza surrounding 
the capitol has been constructed a sub­ 
way tunnel, brilliantly lighted, through 
which a train of six cars, each sixteen 
feet long, operated by electricity, will 
run from the capitol to the annex in 
one minute and back again at the same 
speed. 
The congressman has no fare 
to pay. He can step from the house of 
representatives into an elevator, de­ 
scend to the basement of the capitol, 
be whisked through, the subway to his 
private office, pick up the papers he 
forgot and be back In his seat In a 
matter of three or four minutes. 
But if Mr. Congressman desires the 
privacy of his own office when the 
house is in session and yet wishes to 
hear what is going on in that chamber, 
he may cross his feet over his mahog­ 
any, place to his ear a contrivance call­ 
ed a dictograph, or something of that \ 
sort, and listen to the commands of 
Speaker Cannon and the eloquence of 
the gentleman from Indiana or Arkan­ 
sas, shutting off the sound when it 
doesn’t suit him. 
When the senate annex Is completed 
next year Mr. Senator may ride to his 
private suit in a similar subway car. 
As there are only ninety-two senators 
and the senate annex is a twin brother 
to the house annex, each upper house j 
man will have a private bathroom

shabby for a great nation s capital. 
| When General (¿rant became president 
he began a campaign against mosqui­ 
toes and malaria, mud and microbes. 
He appointed Alexander K. Shepherd 
j chairman of the board of public works, 
and Mr. Shepherd made Washington 
j over. The streets were raised to the 
proper level, paved, parked and other­ 
wise prettified. 
Now Washington is 
said to be th(‘ most lien ut if til city in 
the world. Since the civil war wings 
have been added to the capitol. making 
it the largest marble edifice on earth. 
It is also accounted the most beautiful 
architecturally. Next to the capitol in 
marble magnificence and mural ele­ 
gance is the library of congress, com­ 
pleted about ten years ago. 
Interiorly 
this structure is said by artists to be 
the most beautiful on the gloln*. 
Washington has advanced socially in 
the past sixty years to keep pace with 
its material progress. 
Mrs. Zachary 
Taylor, the first lady of the land dur­ 
ing the few months of her husband’s 
presidency, used to sit in her room in 
thb White House knitting yarn socks 
and, it is said, occasionally smoking 
her pb> e. 
About the same period Sen­ 
ator Sam Houston of Texas was wont 
to recline in his senatorial chair, with 
his feet upon his senatorial desk, whit­ 
tling pine sticks supplied by the oblig­ 
ing sergeant-at-arms. 
Senators of to­ 
day do not whittle in the senate chani* 
her, nor do White House ladies smoke. 
The i»ersonnl habits of Washingto­ 
nians have improved too. 
At General 
Grant’s 
first inaugural 
ball 
Horace 
Greeley got as mad as a hornet be­ 
cause some guest who departed earlier 
carried away his hat and coat. A num­ 
ber of others, It is recorded, helped 
themselves to the best hats and coats 
in the cloakroom on that occasion. 
With the new Washington have come 
new problems of statesmanship. 
The 
regulation of corporations is one of

these problems, which has grown up 
: altogether since the war between the 
states. 
Following the peace of Appo­ 
mattox began w hat may be termed the 
corporate era in American history, the 
upbuilding of great enterprises and the 
gradual concentration of industrial ex­ 
ploitation by consolidating these great 
businesses into Goliaths which have 
come to be called “ trusts.” 
Many po­ 
litical Davids now seek to slay these 
giants or force them to be good. 
Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt having made the regu­ 
lation of corporate activities one of 
the. chief affairs of his administration, 
with persons of all political beliefs in 
his following, it is not to be doubted 
that the Sixtieth congress will give 
considerable attention to the trusts. 
Senator McCmuber of North Dakota 
prepared several 
weeks ago iv bill 
which proposes to require a federal li­ 
cense for corporations engaged in in­ 
terstate business. 
Senatoi* Beveridge of Indiana also 
prepared in advance of the opening of 
congress a bill to provide an inherit­ 
ance tax. 
These two measures, it will 
be remembered, have been advocated 
by President Roosevelt. 
It is safe to 
predict that they will be among the 
most important ‘matters of discussion 
in the new cougross. 
An Ame rica n Pro b le m. 
Vast private fortunes in America 
have grown up since the civil war. 
There were no enormously wealthy 
men prior to that struggle. 
01(1 Com­ 
modore 
Vanderbilt’s $10,000,000 was 
f the largest private fortune In the Unit­ 
ed States sixty years ago. 
Now a 
multimillionaire is such an ordinary 
sight on the streets of many American 
cities that In? attracts little more at­ 
tention than the average citizen, while 
several men hold possessions exceed­ 
ing $100.000.000 each. Thus the inher­ 
itance tax, which in some European 
countries has l> een required by law for 
many years, has become an American 
problem. 
When Charles Sumner, a young man 
of forty, entered the United States sen­ 
ate, in 1851. the veteran Thomas H. 
Benton of Missouri in his pompous 
manner greeted the new senator with 
the remark that he had come to the 
senate too late, that all the great men 
were dead and all the great questions 
were settled. 
Yet Mr. Sumner and his 
colleagues found great questions to 
settle, so great that they had to be 
submitted to the arbitrament of the 
sword. 
Now, nearly half a century 
after the decision was reached that 
these* states form one great and pow­ 
erful nation, new problems for states­ 
manship to solve have arisen, appar­ 
ently of importance not less than were 
those of the time of Benton and that 
of 
Sumner 
immediately 
following. 
Several of these problems will engage 
the attention of the Sixtieth congress. 
John G. Whittier thought Jam es G. 
Blaine a greater man than Henry Clay. 
It is quite probable that there are lu 
congress now men as great In mental 
caliber, in eloquence and in patriotism 
as were the Webaters, the Clays, the 
Calhouns, the Bentons, the Sumners, 
the Blaines of other «lays, but there is 
au excellent reason why these men do 
not stand forth like brilliant l> eacon 
lights as did the half dozen statesmen 
mentioned. 
The general standard of 
ability and learning has been raised 
since the Bentonhtu days, so that the 
few leaders are not so conspicuous.

Washington is typical of the growth 
of the nation. 
In the past half cen­ 
tury the Up Red State's has changed so 
vastly that Daniel Webster, who de­ 
clared that all the country west of the 
Rockies was and must forever remain 
a worthless wilderness, would not rec­ 
ognize this as his native land should he 
be permitted to return and take a 
transcontinental trip. 
About the only 
thing In Washington which Webster 
would recognise is tin* portico of the 
White House. 
Nearly every tiling else 
has changed. 
These 
changes 
and 
developments 
have brought about the great new 
problems w hich this congress will dis­ 
cuss. one of the highly important new 
propositions is that of the restoration 
and improvement of inland waterways. 
President Roosevelt has promised to 
advocate the creation <>f a deep water­ 
way from the great lakes to the gulf, 
and it is probable that this matter will 
receive attention from the incoming 
congress. 
It has it bearing upon the 
railroad rate problem, b\% the way. 
Congress, it is held by some, lias a 
chance to kill two big birds with one 
stone by putting the rivers in competi­ 
tion with the railroads in the carrying 
of freight. 
The rates, it is believed, 
will lie reduced, and the surplus prod­ 
ucts of many states now suffering for 
lack of transportation facilities will be 
moved promptly. 
Another little matter which would 
make the shade of any statesman prior 
to 1860 corrugate with amazement is 
to l>e handled by this congress. 
An 
appropriation will be requested for a 
war balloon or airship fleet. 
Truly the world moves, particularly 
the part of the world that surrounds 
Washington, and we cannot eeusure 
Uncle Sam for giving his legislators 
better facilities f«>r doing their work.
